Gentlemen, 

From  a Sanitary  point  of  view,  the  year  1901  is  chiefly 
memorable  because  of  the  drought  in  the  spring  and 
summer  months,  whereby  this  district,  as  well  as  large  parts 
of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  were  brought  within  measur- 
able distance  of  a water  famine.  The  inconvenience  of  being 
kept  short  of  water  for  several  weeks  must  be  well  remembered 
by  all  of  us,  but  the  anxiety  for  the  public  health  falls  chiefly  on 
those  responsible  therefor,  and  the  heavy  rainfall  in  November 
was  a great  relief  to  many  a Medical  Officer. 

Con'esponding  to  the  drought,  we  had  an  exceptionally  hot 
summer.  The  Thermometer  rising  above  70°  Fahrenheit  on  53 
days,  or  16  days  above  the  average  of  the  last  30  years.  The 
winter  months  were  also  a little  colder  than  the  average,  frost 
being  recorded  on  65  days,  or  13  more  days  than  the  average 
for  the  last  30  years. 

The  temperature  of  the  ground  4 feet  below  the  surface 
reached  56°  Fahrenheit  on  70  days,  or  ten  more  than  the 
average  for  the  last  9 years.  In  towns  such  a state  of  affairs 
always  coincides  with  increased  prevalence  of  summer  Diarrhoea, 
and  is  often  followed  by  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the 
autumn.  Your  district  has  fortunately  been  free  from  Typhoid 
Fever  throughout  the  year.  But  DiaiThoea  was  tlie  cause  of 
three  out  of  ten  deaths  caused  by  infectious  diseases. 
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Statistics. 


The  population  of  your  District  was  found  at  the  census 
of  1901  to  be  4,044,  living  in  737  houses,  giving  an  average  of 
5'4  persons  per  inhabited  house. 

Of  the  total  population,  2,086  live  in  the  Township  of 
Carlton,  1008  in  Woolley,  262  in  Notton,  490  in  Stainborough, 
and  198  in  Billingley.  143  Births  and  64  Deaths  were  regis- 
tered in  the  District  during  the  year,  and  3 further  deaths 
occurred  in  Public  Institutions  beyond  the  district,  but  among 
persons  belonging  thereto.  The  total  deaths  thqji'efore  amounted 
to  67. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  the  year  are  35'36  Births  and 
16'57  Deaths  per  thousand  persons  living  in  the  whole  District. 

Supplementary  to  Table  IT.*  I have  prepared  a small  table 
giving  the  calculated  Birth  Rate,  Death  Rate  and  Infant 
Mortality  for  each  Township  separately,  and  also  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures  for  Englaud  and  Wales,  and  the  subdivisions 
thereof. 

The  populations  of  the  various  divisions  of  jmur  district 
are  comparatively  .so  small  that  no  stress  caji  reasonably  be  laid 
on  the  figures,  but  it  is  curious  that  Notton  and  Billingley,  the 
two  Townships  in  which  we  have  had  trouble  with  polluted 
streams  have  the  highest  death  rates  26' 72,  and  25'25  res- 
pectively ; Cai’lton  has  the  highest  infant  mortality,  probably 
because  a large  proportion  of  the  population  live  under  condi- 
tions similar  to  those  obtaining  in  towns,  and  Billingley  has 
the  highest  birth-rate.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
death-rate  for  the  exclnsivelv  rural  portions  of  your  district 
comes  out  at  15 '32,  or  a fraction  bifiow  that  for  Rural  Eui^laud 


*N  B. — Table  II.  is  necessarily  incomplete.  Up  to  and  including  the 
year  igoo  Births  in  Carlton.  Woolley  and  Notton.and  also  in  Cudworth 
(before  that  Township  acquired  Urban  powers  in  Marcti,  igoo)  were 
returned  by  the  Registrar  monthly  en  masse,  with  no  distinction  made. 
No  separate  figures  therefore  are  available  before  igoi  for  the  b columns 
of  the  above  Townships. 

Table  I.  is  incomplete  for  similar  reasons,  no  separate  figures  being 
available  for  the  District  as  at  present  constituted  whereby  the  blank- 
columns  might  be  filled  in. 
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and  Wales,  whereas  Carlton,  which  is  pai’tly  rural  and  partly 
nrban  in  character  with  a death-i'ate  of  17'74  is  within  a 
fraction  on  a level  with  the  67  smaller  towns.  Farther,  the 
Birth  Rate,  Zymotic  Death  Rate  and  Infant  Mortality  for  your 
District  apart  from  Carlton  are  suggestively  close  to  the  rural 
average  of  England  and  Wales,  but  in  each  case  the  advantage 
of  comparison  is  in  favour  of  your  district. 


Of  the  deaths  18  were  from  Diseases  of  the  Nervous 
System,  including  9 among  infants  under  one  year.  Fifteen 
were  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  and  10  from 
various  forms  of  Infectious  Disease.  Of  these  the  last  4 were  due 
to  Scarlet  Fever,  3 to  Diarrhcsa,  and  1 to  Measles,  I to  Diphtheria 
and  I to  Influenza.  The  four  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  2 from 
DiaiThoea  and  1 from  Measles,  were  in  Carlton,  1 from  Diphtheria 
was  in  Billingley,  and  1 from  Diarrhoea  in  Woolley,  a total 
of  9 deaths  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases,  giving  a death-rate 
(per  1000  persons  living)  of  2‘25,  which  is  higher  than  the 
corresponding  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales,  and  about 
the  same  as  the  rate  for  the  67  smaller  towns. 


Infectious

During  the  year  66  Notifications  were  received  of  cases 
of  those  Infectious  Diseases  which  come  under  the  Notification 
Act. 


Fifty-three  were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  8 Diphtheria, 
4 Erysipelas,  and  1 Membranous  Croup.  Each  case  was 
visited  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  receipt  of  the  report,  and 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  was  investigated.  The 
milk  and  water  supply,  and  amount  of  bedroom  accommodation 
were  enquired  into,  and  so  far  as  possible  the  parents  of 
children  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  urged  to  allow  the 
sufferers  to  be  isolated  in  the  Kendray  Hospital.  In  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  any  school  attended  by  children 
from  the  infected  house  was  warned  of  the  danger  of  infection, 
and  when  the  patient  had  been  removed  to  the  hospital,  or  if 
kept  at  home,  had  sufficiently  recovered,  the  house  was  dis- 
infected by  a spray  of  formalin  solution,  while  any  clothes  or 
bedding  that  needed  disinfection  were  treated  by  a Thresh 
Steam  Disinfector. 
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Scarlet

Unfortunately  the  Kendray  Ho.spital  from  time  to  time 
heeame  full  of  patients,  so  that  it  was  only  possible  to  admit 
f>atients  from  various  districts  in  rotation.  The  new  buildings 
at  the  Kendray  Hospital  are  now  in  course  of  erection,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  no  case  will  have  to  be  excluded  in  the  future. 

Of  the  53  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  44  were  in  Carlton,  7 in 
Notton,  and  2 in  Woolley. 

Up  to  the  end  of  April,  16  cases  were  notified — 7 from 
Carlton,  and  the  7 from  Notton,  and  2 from  Woolley.  Then 
on  May  30th,  the  first  notifications  were  received  of  what 
proved  to  be  a wide-spread  epidemic  is  Carlton.  From  this 
date  to  July  4th,  23  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  received, 
all  from  Carlton  ; and  then  one  began  to  suspect  that  an  over- 
looked case  must  have  been  attending  the  Carlton  Boai-d 
School.  The  school  had  been  warned  in  every  case,  and  all 
scholars  from  infected  houses  were  rigidly  excluded  from 
school.  The  head  teachers  had  been  asked  to  be  at  especial 
pains  to  look  for  any  signs  of  Scarlet  Fever  among  scholars 
still  attending  school ; and  yet  the  disease  kept  breaking  out  in 
different  parts  of  the  township,  but  always  among  families  with 
children  attending  school.  The  first  cases  were  from  the  houses 
on  the  Wakefield  Road,  the  next  batch  from  the  Hull  and 
Bai'usley  Railway  Yard,  on  the  other  side  of  the  Township. 
Then  Carlton  terrace  was  attacked,  and  then  some  i.solated 
cottages,  and  then  Crookes  Lane.  The  milk  supplies  all 
differed,  so  that  it  was  clearly  not  a milk  epidemic.  The 
remaining  possibility  seemed  to  be  an  over-looked  case  attend- 
ing school.  On  this  assumption,  a child  (I  believe  about  10 
years  old)  who  had  a mild  attack  of  Scarlet  Fever  before  May 
30th,  was  the  cause  of  the  various  outcrops  of  the  disease.  If 
the  school  were  closed  till  this  child  was  free  from  infection, 
there  would  probably  be  a short  continuance  of  the  outbreak  by 
reason  of  contact  cases,  but  after  that  the  epidemic  would  die 
out.  I therefore  recommended  the  closure  of  the  schools  for  4 
weeks,  from  July  6th  to  August  4th. 

The  managei's  of  the  four  Sunday  schools  in  Carlton  (to 
whom  my  acknowledgments  are  due  for  their  courtesy)  also 
consented  to  close  their  scjiools  for  the  same  period.  The 
schools  were  disinfected,  cleaned,  and  painted  during  the 
period  of  closure.

Ill  the  result,  12  more  cases  were  notified  while  the  schools 
were  closed,  and  one  further  case — a very  doubtful  one — on 
August  9th.  After  that,  there  were  no  more  cases  till  Decem- 
ber 15th,  so  that  I think  the  unusual  course  of  closing  schools 
for  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  justified  by  the  event. 

Of  the  44  cases  in  Carlton,  only  15  were  removed  to  the 
Kendray  Hospital,  partly  because  the  Hospital  was  full  at  the 
beginning  of  the  outbreak,  but  partly  also  because  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  persuading  the  parents  to  let  their  children  go  to  the 
Hospital.  All  the  7 cases  in  the  township  of  Notton  were 
removed  to  the  Hospital. 

Of  the  8 cases  of  this  disease,  5 were  in  one  family  at 
Billingley.  The  first  case  occurred  in  a school-girl  who  pro- 
bably caught  the  infection  at  school  in  a neighbouring  town- 
ship. This  was,  unfortunately,  a fatal  case.  The  other  .3 
children  and  the  mother  suffered  in  succession,  but  all  for- 
tunately recovered.  The  other  3 cases  were  at  Woolley  Col- 
liery, but  there  the  disease  did  not  spread. 

All  4 cases  of  this  disease  were  at  Carlton,  but  were  of  no 
special  sanitary  importance. 

A case  of  this  disease  was  notified  at  Craik’s  Pit  Cottages, 
Carlton;  the  child  recovered,  and  the  disease  did  not  spread. 

Cf  the  infectious  diseases  which  are  not  notified.  Diarrhoea 
caused  3 deaths — 2 in  Carlton  and  1 in  Woolley.  Considering 
the  prolonged  period  during  which  summer  diarrhoea  might 
have  been  expected  to  prevail,  it  is  very  satisfactory  that  so 
few  deaths  actually  occurred. 

Measles  caused  1 death  in  Carlton,  and  there  were  several 
cases  in  Carlton  in  June  and  July. 

An  outbreak  of  Mumps  occurred  at  Woolley  Colliery  during 
t he  last  quarter  of  the  year.  The  school  attendance  was  much 
affected,  but  it  seemed  preferable  to  exclude  infected  childi'en 
from  the  school  rather  than  to  close  the  school  entirely.

Sewerage. 


The  di’onght  in  the  summer  months  emphasised  the  weak 
points  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district. 

Erick  Row  and  Malt  Kiln  Row,  Woolley  Colliery,  are  still 
without  any  satisfactory  water  supply.  What  there  is  is  good 
enoiigh,  but  has  to  be  fetched  from  a considerable  distance,  and 
is  often  insufficient  in  quantity.  The  matter  has  been  discussed 
at  several  of  yoiii’  meetings,  and  a suggestion  was  made  that 
the  Darton  Water  t’ompany’s  main  should  be  continued  up  to 
these  houses;  but  bevond  enquiring  on  what  terras  the  water 
company  would  supply  the  water,  no  steps  have  been  taken. 

In  consequence  of  a complaint  that  a neighbouring  town- 
ship was  polluting  the  stream  which  runs  past  Notton  Green, 
during  my  annual  inspection  of  this  township  I made  a house 
to  house  encjuii'y  with  i-egard  to  the  sources  from  which  the 
drinking  water  was  obtained.  The  result  of  the  enquiry  was 
not  very  satisfactory,  as  1 reported  to  you  at  the  time,  but  I 
understand  that  the  matter  is  receiving  the  necessary  attention 
in  the  proper  quarter,  while  the  direct  pollution  of  the  stream 
with  sewage  has  been  stopped. 

The  usual  systematic  inspections  of  this  district  were  made 
during  the  year,  and  the  result  of  this  investigation  and  the 
regular  visits  of  your  Ssnitary  Inspector  have  from  time  to 
time  been  reported  to  you  at  your  monthly  meetings.  The 
state  of  the*  boundary  stream  at  Billingley  has  been  a constant 
source  of  trouble  throughout  the  year.  At  the  time  of  my 
inspection  the  effective  source  of  pollution  was  undoubtedly  the 
'I'liurnscoe  Sewage  Works,  the  stream  being  I’easouably  clear 
above  the  effluent  from  those  works,  and  black  with,  sediment 
and  floating  impurities  below  that  effluent. 

A notice  was  served  on  the  Doncaster  Rural  District 
Council  to  abate  the  nuisance,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
stream  below  the  sewage  works  was  cleared  out,  but  I cannot 
ascertain  that  any  improvement  of  the  effluent  from  the  sewage 
works  has  taken  place,  and  so  the  trouble  is  sure  to  recur. 

The  scheme  for  draining  Woolley  Village  has  been  com- 
pleted during  the  year.  The  ultimate  disposal  of  the  sewage  is 
by  settling  tanks,  and  downward  filtration  through  land.  The

Conclusion. 


During  the  year  20  formal  notices  were  given  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances,  and  all  (together  with  one  left  in  hand 
at  the  end  of  1900)  were  complied  with  during  the  year.  A 
certain  number  of  verbal  notices  are  given  during  the  course  of 
each  year,  to  remedy  minor  defects  noticed  at  the  annual 
inspections,  and  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  at  other  times,  and 
these  verbal  notices  are  nearly  always  sufficient  to  get  the 
defects  remedied. 


The  5 Slaughter  Houses  registered  in  the  district  are 
regularly  inspected. 


There  are  18  Cow  Keepers  and  1 Purveyor  of  Milk  regis- 
tered in  the  district.  32  cowsheds  in  which  157  cows  are  kept 
have  been  inspected. 


Though  no  canal  boats  are  registered  in  the  district,  no 
less  than  200  coming  into  the  District  from  elsewhere  have 
been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  good  repair  and  clean. 


11  new  covered  privy  middens  were  built  during  the  year, 
2 old  ones  were  re-constructed. 


The  scavenging  which  is  done  by  contractors  at  Carlton, 
and  by  owners  or  farmers  elsewhere,  has  been  satisfactorily 
done  throughout  the  year. 


The  year  1901  has,  I think,  been  one  of  steady,  if  slow, 
progress.  It  has  seen  the  conclusion  of  some,  and  the  incep- 
tion of  other  sanitary  improvements  which  have  long  been 
needed. 
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Although  for  so  small  a population  statistical  figui’es  are 
apt  to  he  untrustworthy,  yet  we  may  note  with  satisfaction  thac 
the  purely  rural  part  of  your  district  compares  favourably  with 
the  entire  statistics  of  rural  England  and  Wales,  and  this  gives 
encouragement  to  continued  effort  in  the  work  of  improvement. 


After  all,  if  we  progress  slowly  we  go  surely,  and  going 
surely,  hope  to  go  far.
